TESTIFIES IN BED 


Coroner Goes to Home of Mrs. 
T. B. Teasdale for Statement 
on H. H. Wheeler’s Death. 


ILL SINCE ACCIDENT 


Says Car Was Hard to Control; 
Inquest Verdict Expected 
Tomorrow.

Lying in bed at her home today, Mrs. 
Thomas B. Teasdale, 5830 Cates avenue, 
extremely nervous and unable to raise 
her voice above a whisrer, made a 
sworn statement to Coroner Padberg as 
to how she ran down and fatally in- 
jured H. H. Wheeler, 1215 Montclair av- 
enue, at Thirteenth and Locust streets, 

fay 31. Wheeler died Wednesday at 
the city hospital. 

Since the accident Mrs. Teasdale has 


been prostrated. She was summoned 
to appear at the inquest today, but when 
it was reported she was too ill the 
Coroner went to her home. 

Soothed from time to time by her hus- 
bund, who sat at her bedside, Mrs. Teas- 
dale with great difficulty made her 
statement. 

Window Shade Excites Her. 

While che was telling of the acci- 
dent, 2 window shade in the room 
was shaken by the wind and rolled 
up with a sharp noise. This greatly 
agitated her and it was impossible 
for her to proceed with her statement 
for several minutes. Before the ac- 
cident she was healthy and not given 
to nervousness. 

Mrs. Teasdale told the Coroner she 
had her electric coupe repaired and 
overhauled several days before the 
accident. After this, she said, several 
friends who rode with her remarked 
that the machine ran faster than it 

ore. P A 

On the age of the accident she said 
that when she reathe: iourteenth 
and Locust streets on . way down- 
town, she noticed the increased speed 
of the car and shut off the power and 
allowed the machine to coast between 
Fourteenth and Thirteenth street. 

When she was near Thirteenth street, 
she said, se saw a small automobile 
coming west. She thought it would 
entiue west on Locust street, but it 
turned sharply to the south into Thirt- 
teenth street. Not having time to stop 
her car and avoid a collision with the 
other machine she swerved to the right. 
As she did so, she said, a man whom 
she had not seen stepped directly in 
front of her car. She attempter to 
avoid hitting him by swerving still fur- 
ther to the right and ran her machifie 
up on the pavement. 

Faints After Accident. 

Mrs. Teasdale said she did not feel 
a shock and did not know she had 
struck anyone until she had backed off 


the pavement and driven to the east 


side of Thirteenth street. 

Persons came running up, shé said, 
and told her she had killed a man. She 
then fainted. ’ 

“T have always been extremely careful 
to obey all the city regulations,’’ said 
Mrs. Teasdale. ‘“‘I was almost a crank 
in that respect.“ 

Teasdale obtained Coroner Padberg’s 
permission to take Mrs. Teasdale out of 
town for a few days in the hope of re- 
storing her nerves to their normal con- 
dition. 

The inquest, which began today, was 
held open so that Mrs. Teasdale's state- 
ment might be obtained. It is expected 
it will be concluded tomorrow.

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GOODNOW DENIED 
A PAROLE: MUST 
SERVE TWO YEARS 


Evidently Was Entered to 
Escape Larger Penalty. 


IS ON WAY TO PRISON 


Realty Man Requested Day’s De- 
'lay—Court Gives Out 1200- 
Word Statement on Case. 


Richard F. Goodnow, of Kirkwood, 
Chestnut street real estate dealer and 
former sunerintendent of the Sunday 
School of the Fountain Park Congre- 
gational Church, appeared in Judge 
Jones’ court this morning hopeful 
that his 42 days’ diligent efforts to 
obtain a parole would be successful. 

Instead Judge Jones refused to 
grant a parole and ordered him taken 
immediately to Jefferson City to 
serve iwo years for embezzlement 
from a client. Judge Jones took an 
unusua! step by filing, with the pa- 
pers in the case, a 1200-word written 
statement in which the Court tore to 
pieces Goodnow's grounds for seeking a 
parole. 

Gives Statement to Press. 

Judge Jones spared Goodnow the hu- 
miliation of having to listen to his 
opinions in the case. After Goodno-w 
had been taken to the Sheriff’s office, 
where he was vaccinated, and where he 
was kept until he was started to the 
penitentiary at 2 p. m., Judge Jones gave 
to the press copies of his typewritten 
statement. Excerpts from it follow: 

An application for an immediate pa- 
role has been made in this case and a 
large number of persons, for some of 
whom I have the greatest respect, have 
called on me in the derendant’s behalf. 

It has been urged, as a reason for 
this defendant’s parole, that Goodnow 
in committing. the acts of which he has 

n round gulity, has been doing only 
those things which have become more 
or less general practice among those per- 
sons engaged in his line of business in 
this city; and that his incarceration will 
result in his being singled out and being 
ruenished for doing things which many 
others have done and are doing without 
being punished therefor. 

J do not believe the assumption as 
to the truthfulness of this practice is 
justified. I hope it is not. 
certainly all the authorities charged with 
the enforcement of the law should do 
everything possible to put a stop to such 
practices. 

“Those engaged in such practice would 
certainly not be very greatly deterred 
therefrom if one of their number, who 
is caught and convicted, is allowed to 
go free. 

“Criminal Intent Complete.” 

It has also been urged that Goodnow 
intended to do no wrong to those who 
suffered because of his crimes. Th. 
facts indicate that this statement is in 
no sense justified. It might be said tha‘ 
every man who embezzles funds of an- 
other really intended no wrongdoing, be- 
cause in every such case: the embezzler 
hopes to repay the funds embezzled. 
This, however, does not justify him, for 
the criminal intent is complete when he 
embezzles the funds of another person 
and uses them for his own purposes. 

“It is urged that this is the defendant’s 
first offense, but the character of the 
crimes involved indicate that the situa- 
tion is the result, not of a single mis- 
step, but of a practice he had engaged 
in for some time, showing a fixed men- 
tal attitude which disregards the law. 

“Also it has been urged that Goodnow 
has been an active church worker and 
his good deeds should be balanced 
against his misdeeds. Tou often such 
activities are engaged in by those guilty 
of criminal intentions, fo. affording a 
cleak to their criminal character, or 
securing a standing in a community 
necessary to enable them to carry cut 
their misdeeds. 

It algo has been urged that Good 
now arranged to reimburse al, who lost 
through his crimes. While this is com- 
mendable, it is nothing more than he 
is legally and morally obligated to do.” 

“Bad Environment No Excuse.” 

Judge Jones said it also had been 
urged that Goodnow’s misxdceds have 
resulted from bad  environment.’’ 
Goodnow got his real estate training in 
the offices of the Nichols-Ritter Reulty 
Investment Co., in which ha later be- 
came a partner. The Nichols-Ricter 
company has failed, with immense 
losses to cilents, and the senior part- 
ner, C. C. Nichols, recently was in- 
Gicted on a charge of embezzling $7000 
from a client. Nichols for years was an 
cider of the Grand Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, now the Westminster Church. 

Referring to the plea of “bad environ- 
ment, Judge Jones said: “I doubt 
not that if Goodnow had been brought 
up in some office in which rules of cor- 
rect dealing had been strictly adhered 
to, he would have been a different man 
Few would remain in prisons if this 
fact were considered as a ground for 
acquittal or parole. 

“The simplest rules of honesty,” 
Judge Jones continued, ‘‘«culd leave no 
doubt in anyone's mind that such acts 
as his were dishonest an dishonorable. 
The defendant's attitude toward those 
he wronged has not been such as to 
éommend him for consideration. I am

ITALIANS FIGHT 
IN FOG AND MUD 


UDINE, Italy, June 4—Austrian troops 
have repeatedly tried to dislodge Ital- 
far. forces from Monte Nero ridge, across 
the Isonzo River, north of the Gulf of 
Trieste. According to advices the Ital- 
faus still hold the ridge. 

The Italian advance across the Isonzo 
has been accomplished in the face of 
unusual difficulties. Heavy rains made 
it impossible to ford the Isonzo, except 
for detachments of cavalry, whose 
horses swam. Engineers, protected by 
artillery, constlicted pontocn bridges for 
the infantry. 

When tue troops had crossed the 
river, greater difficulties were encoun- 
tered. Rain had transformed mountain 
paths into ewift streams.

sd QUIT GALICIA: 
BIG BATTLE RAGES 


Austrian Headquarters Says De- 
cisive Conclusion of the 
Campaign Is in Sight. 


By Associated Press. 

AUSTRO - HUNGARIAN FIELD 
HEADQUARTERS, via London, June 4. 
—According to information given out by 
the Austro-Hungarian military authori- 
ties to representatives of the press, 
heavy fighting is now in progress along 
virtually the entire Galician front, and 
the general situation is very favorable 
to the Austro-Germans. A decisive con- 
clusion to the entire Russian campaign 
m Galicia is in sight. 

“The Russian rear guar 
statement to the press says, 
ing delaying actions south of the 
Dneister River, against the Austro-Ger- 
man forces advancing from Stry, to 
cover the passage of the river.

WILD REJOICING 
AMONG TEUTONS 


School Holiday Declared in Ger- 
many After Przemysl’s Fall 


—Crowds Sing Anthems. 
BERLIN, via London, June 4.—The 
jubilation throughout Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary over the fall of Przemysl 
is mingled with surprise at the speed 
with’ which the campaign against this 
stronghold was brought to a successful 
end. A general school holiday through- 
out Germany was declared for today. 
Vienna, Prague and Budapest all have 
witnessed scenes of the wildest rejoicing 
over this latest victory in Galicia. Like 
Berlin, these three cities are bedeckec 
with flags. Thousands of persons fill 
the streets, alternately singing the Ger 
man and Austrian national anthems. 
Almost all the expert observers in 
Rerlin expected a stubborn resistence 
on the part of the Russian forces in 
Frzemysl. Furthermore, conditions 
within the stronghold show that the 
Russians were looking forward to a 
long siege and that they had endeavored 
to prepare for it. 
Some Forts Still Defended. 
Reports received in Vienna from 
corresponients at the Austrian Army 
headquarters say Przemysl's recap-

An attack now is in progress 
against the forts still held by the 
Russians, those positions being de- 
fended apparently with the object ot 
covering the retirement of the Rus- 
siang. 


AVIATORS BOMBARD 
HEADQUARTERS OF 
CROWN PRINCE 


PARIS, June 4—The headquarters of 
the German Crown Prince (believed to 
be in the Verdin neighborhood) were 
bombarded yesterday morning by 
French aviators. Twenty-nine machines 
dropped 178 shells and several thousand 
darts between 4 and 5 a. m. Many of 
the shells are said to have reached their 
mark. The War Office says all the 
machines were subjected to a severe 
cannonade but they all returned un- 
ecathed. 


Preemysl Unable to Defend 
Russians Contend. 

PETROGRAD, June 4.—Russian troops 
on the fronts to the north and west of 
the fortress of Prezemyl evacuated 
their positions Wednesday night after 
all the war materials taken from the 
Austrians had been removed, accord- 
ing to an official statement issued last 
night by the general staff. It is ex- 
plained that after the capture of Jar- 
oslau und Radymno by the Austro-Ger- 
man forces they began to spread along 
the west bank of the San, making the 
defense of Przemys! a difficult task. 

The communication says: 

“We carried away from Przemysl the 
materials taken from the Austrians. 
This finished, we removed on Tuesday 
the last of our batteries. The follow 
ing night our troops, pursuant to or- 
ders, evacuated the forts to the north 
and west of the positions surrounding 
the city and formed a more concentra‘. 
ed force to the east.”

GUNS ON LUSITANIA 


German’s Trunk Searched by 
Government Detectives, Who 
Find What They Sought. 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Gustave Stahle, 
the German who has done work for the 
Imperial consulate in this city and for 
Capt. Boy-Ed, an attache of the Ger- 
man embassy, has decided to move from 
20 Leroy street, the address he gave 
when he swore to an affidavit that the 
Lusitania left this port on her last 
voyage armed with guns of 12 or 14 
centimeter. 

Stahle was due at 20 Leroy street at 9 
G olock this morning, 
appear. His bag and satchel had been 
packed by his roommate, Otto,“ who 
himself vanished from the premises at 
¢ o'clock this morning. Instead of 
Stahle appearing, two secret service 
men proceeded to ransack Stahle’s big 
trunk and his hand luggage. 

“We've Got What We Want.” 

We have come for something we ex- 
pect to find,” said one of the secret 
service men as they entered the housd. 
When the detectives, after half an 
hour’s ransacking of Stahle's room and 
trunk, left the house, it was with the 
comment, We've got what we want, so 
we can’t talk.“ 

Then they motored to Madison Square, 
where, it was understood, they were to 
have a talk with Dudley Field Malone, 
Collector of the Port, who personally 
inspected the. Lusitania before she 
sailed and has reported that she Was 
without guns, and who is now conduct- 
ing the secret service investigation con- 
cerning Stahle, who reports that the 
Lusitania had guns. 

No one connected with Malone’s of- 
flee was prepared to say whether the 
investigation today might lead to an ar- 
rest On some charge in connection with 
the affidavits of Stahle and his asso- 
mates. What the secret service men 
got at 20 Leroy street was not bulky, it 
was inferred from significant gestures 
indicating that what was wanted and 
what was obtained could be put in an 
inside coat pocket. 

Collector Malone personally inspected 
the Lusitania before she sailed from 
New York to destruction. When he 
left the ship a few minutes before her 
salling time he had examined each spot 
designed for gun emplacement and had 
fcund no guns. 

This fact was learned in an investiga- 
tion which grew out of affidavits sub- 
mitted to the State Department in Wash. 
ington by the German Ambassador “as 
proof of his Government’s assumption 
the Lusitania was, to all practical pur 
poses, a ship of war when she left 
New York May 1. 

The affidavits were signed by Gustave 
Stahle, Josephine Weir and men named 
Grieve and Bruckner. Stahle’s affidavii 
was that when he went aboard the 
Lusitania to visit a friend he saw four 
guns of 12 and 15 centimeters, two for- 
ward and two aft. The three other af- 
fidavits support Stahle’s assertions. 

Collector's Inquiry on Impulse. 

A peculiar feature was that Collector 
Malone went aboard the doomed ship or 
impulse. He was on his way downtown 
in an automobile when thoughts of the 
advertisement inserted in newspapers 
throughout the country by the German 
embassy warning Americans that trav- 
eled abroad on belligerent v«ssels at 
their peril caused him to order the 
chauffeur to drive to the Cunard Line 
pier. 

The Collector went on board. He knew 
when the Lusitania was built certain 
parts of her steel frame had been spe- 
cClally strengthened to hear the weight 
and firing strain of heavy guns. He 
knew ‘steel emplacements for the guns 
had been prepared and were concealed 
from view only by the deck planking 
He went to those spots first and after 
that went to the bridge and surveye ! 
the deck fore and aft. 

Then he went below and made a gen 
eral inspection. Nowhere did he see 
any sign of a gun. No affidavit from 
the Collector, however, has deen sent to 
Washington. 

The Lusitania was inspected officially 
by members of the so-called neutrality 
squad from the time of her arrival in 
port until the moment of her departure. 
Their report is in Washington. 

Discrepancy in Statement. 

It was pointed out by Governmant of- 
ficials the statement of Stahle that the 
guns he saw were mounted on wooden 
blocks is not in accordance with the fact 
that steel mounts for the guns are built 
into the ship. 

Although a foreign merchant or pas- 
senger steamer may carry guns and 
still sail at will In and out of neutral 
ports, as long as the guns do not er- 
ceed a certain number and are not in 
forbidden positions, the neutrality squa ! 
is ‘under particular orders to report the 
presence of any armament whatsoever 
of any vessel in New York harbor. 


New Yorker Hunts Count Who Said 
He Saw Guns on Lusitania. 

CHICAGO, June 4.—Charies E. W. 
Smith, financier, with offices at 4 
Broadway, New York, is here in quest 
of Count E. R. von Gerstorff, who re- 
lated to him how he discovered guns 
on the Lusitania. Smith is here at the 
request of the German Ambassador, 
who desires an affidavit. 

“It was a few days after the Lusi- 
tania was sunk,” sald Smith, “that I 
met Count von Gerstorff. I am willing 
to make affidavit to what he told me, 
which was substantially as follows: 

“A few days before the Lusitania 
sailed, the Count went aboard. Being 
a military man, he used his eyes, and 
on the afterdeck—he did not say which 
afterdeck—he saw covers that made 
him suspicious. 

“He stepped on them and satisfied 
himself that metal reposed under them. 
Then he lifted two of these covers and 
saw guns which he estimated to be of 
about eight-inch caliber.

rative of submarine warfare is related 
by a man named Huddlestone, a mem- 
der of the crew of the Welsh trawler 
Victoria of Milford, which was sunk 135 
miles from Ann’s Head. 

Huddlestone, who was seriously in- 
jured, said that a submarine, the U3¢4, 
fired at the trawler, and the men on 
board thought that the shot came from 
a patrol boat which was engaged with 


a submarine. Then a shot smashed 2a 
small boat and the crew realized that 
the submarine was after the trawler. 

A boy of 18 was pu on the bridge 
and the crew lashed a life raft together 
for use in case of necessity. 

Another shot, according to Huddle- 
stone, struck the bridge, killing the 
boy. Then the skipper came forward 
and was talking to a member of the 
crew when a shell came and killed both 
of them. 

Huddlestone says a piece of shrapnel 
struck him on the arm and head and 
still another shell blew off the legs of 
the mate of the ship and injured two 
other men, breaking both legs of one of 
them. 

The men then scrambled upon the 
raft and the submarine pulled them 
on board. The officers of the subma- 
rine, according to Huddlestone, told 
them that if they had stopped they 
would not have been fired on. The fish- 
ermen were kept aboard the submarine 
all night and the following morning 
were put aboard a small boat belonging 
to another trawler. The submarine then 
sank the Victoria with a bomb. 

Huddlestone says he and his compan- 
ions were treated well aboard the sub- 
marine. They were adrift in the boat 
for 24 hours in rough, wet weather. 
They were picked up by the steamer 
Battater and landed in Milford. 

Another story of like interest is told 
by Capt. Sand ,of the Danish three- 
masted sailing “ship Salvador, bound 
from Copenhagen to Englaand with a 
cargo of timber. The vessel was shelled 
and sunk by a German sutmarine in the 
North Sea. The crew was picked up by 
the trawler Fermo and landed at Ler- 
wick, Scotland, today after drifting 
hours in an open boat.

Been Hamburg Liner. 
LONDON, June 4—A large German 
transport officially reported sunk by 
British submarine in Panderma Bay is 
believed to have been either the steam 
er General, of 4500 tons, formerly of the 
German East Africa Co., or the Corco- 
vada, of 4900 tons, which was owned by 
the Hamburg-American Steamship Line. 
The General fled to Constantinople at 
the same time as did the German cruis- 
ers Goeben and Breslau.

LONDON, June 4—The Norwegian 
sieamship Cubano was torpedoed and 
sunk Wednesday off the Flannan 
Islands. The crew was landed in the 
Hebrides, a group of islands off the 
west coast of Scotland. 

Trawler Hit by Shell Fire From a 
Submarine. 

FENZANCH, England, June 4.—The 
captain of the Belgian trawler Delta B, 
sunk by a German subingrine off the 
Rcilly Islands yesterday states that after 
the crew had taken the boats the com- 
mander of the submarine offered to take 
them aboard, explaining he was unaware 
that their craft was Belgian. 

The submarine attacked the trawler 
by shell fire. It was not until the 
trawler had been hit several times ane 
dumaged badly, a boy being injured, 
that the captain abandoned efforts to 
escape and surrendered.

looked for at least a partial support 
for the Government's charges against 
the steel company. 

As soon as press dispatehcs an- 


nouneing the decision reached 
Washington, Attorney-General Greg- 
ory called on G. C. Todd, his assitant, in 
charge of trust prosecution, for a confer- 
ence. It is expected that before the 
next step to be taken by the depart- 
ment are determined, President Wil- 
s0n will be consulted on aspects of 
the case apart from the purely legal 
questions involved. 2 

One of the principal points relied 
on by the Government in the effort to 
establish the charge that the steel 
company was a combination in re- 
straint of trade, was the absorption 
of the Tennessee Coal & Iron Co. by 
the steel company in 1907. This com- 
bination was permitted by former 
President Roosevelt, on représenta- 
tions that it was necessary as a 
means of quieting the financial panie 
then sweeping the country. 

With the many involved questions 
presented by the case, it was sug- 
gested today that President Wilson 
would desire to discuss the matter 
with his Cabinet before any further 
action by the Department of Justice 
was decided upon, 


U. S. STEEL HELD 
NOT TO VIQLATE 
ANTI-TRUST ACT 


By Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N, J., June 4.—Four Fed- 
eral judges were unanimous in refusing 
yesterday the petition of the Federal 
Government to dissolve the United 
Sates Steel Corporation. 

As against the Goverament, the Court 
refused to dissolve the corporation, hold- 
ing that in acquiring its foreign ands 
home trade the concern did not violate: 
the Sherman anti-trust act, and re- 
fused all the injunctions prayed for by 
the Department of Justice. 

As against the steel corporation, the 
court held that the committee meetings, 
participated in by 95 per cent of the 
steel trade of the country, including the 
Steel corporation, subsequent to the fam- 
ous Gary dinners of eight or nine years 
ago, were unlawful combinations to con- 
trol prices; but, as these meetings had 
stopped before the Government filed its 
complaint in October, 1911, the Judges 
held that there was no occasion for an 
injunction. 

The opinion of the Court suggests 
that such practices lie within the 
province of the new Federal Trade Com- 
mission, but adds that, if their repeti- 
tion is apprehended, the Court will ,on 
motion of the Government, retain juris- 
diction of.the case for that particular 
purpose. 

Keynote of the Opinion. 

A synopsis of the decision of the 
senior Judge, Joseph J. Buffington, pre- 
pared by direction of the court, states 
that the keynote of the entire opinion 
is that this case, a proceeding under 


the Sherman anti-trust law, is largely 


one of business facts.“ 

In another part of the opinion the 
Court states that the real test of 
monoply is not the size of that which 
is acquired, but fhe trade power of that 
which is not acquired.“ 

If mere size were the test of monop- 
oly and trade restraint,“ the Court said, 
“‘we have not one, but half a dozen, un- 
lawful monopolies in the large depart 
ment stores of a single city.“ 

The Court found nothing wrong in the 
Steel Corporation acquiring the Tennes 
see Coal and Iron Co. during the finan- 
cial panic of 1907 and thus virtually ap 
proves the attitude of the Roosevelc 
administration in ‘not interfering with 
that deal. On this point the Court held 
that the output of Tennessee at the time 
was only 1.7 per cent of the country’s to- 
tal output; that up to that time it had not 
been a business success; that its prin- 
cipal product, rails, was made at a loss: 
that its ultimate success was doubtfui 
and involved a further outlay of 85.000. 
000, and that the purchase of the Ten- 
nessee property, as well as that of sev- 
eral other steel concerns earlier in the 
history of the big corporation, was 
‘made in fair business course and was 
“the honest exertion of one’s right to 
contract for one’s benefit, unaccompa- 
nied by a wrongful motive to injure 
others.“ | . 

Action of Andrew Carnegie. 

With regard to Andrew Carnegie, who, 
the Government charged, was a party to 
the unlawful combination’’ and ‘took 
the bonds of the corporation with all the 
infirmities attaching to such participa- 
tion,“ the Court found that there was no 
proof that he accepted any other rela- 
tion in the formation of the steel cor- 
poration than that of seller of his stocks 
and bonds, and the Court declared to be 
true Carnegie’s statement that he dis- 
posed of his interests in a desire to re- 
tire from the hazards and responsibility 
of active business. 

The four Judges who sat in this case 
were Buffington, McPherson, Hunt and 
Woolley. 

While the suit was filed in the Dis- 
trict Court, it was heard on a writ of 
expedition by the Judges of the Third 
Judicial Circuit, who form the Court of 
Appeals. The next step in the case will 
be the filing of a formal decree and 
the Government will probably then take 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Constraction of Sherman Law. 

In discussing the law, Judge Buffing- 
ton says the construction of the Sher- 
man law was settled by the Supreme 
Court in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
cases. The opinion shows that, in de- 
termining what are the unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies against which 
the Sherman act protects trade, the 
Supreme Court summarized all its trust 
decisions by stating in a late case that 
“these cases may be taken to have es- 
tablished that only such combinations 
are within the act as by reason of intent 
or the inherent nature of the contem- 
plated acts prejudice the public inter- 
ests by unduly restricting competition 
or unduly obstructing the course of 
trade.“ 

Taking this as the test of illegality, 
the opinion of the Court handed down 
yesterday states: 

“Applying the foregoing definitions of 
the Supreme Court to the case in ‘hand, 
the basic question for us to determine 
is one of fact, namely, whether the 
union of. the several defendant com- 
yanies in the United States Stee] Cor.

eral public. 
Corporation’s American Trade. 

Judge Buffington discusses the Amer- 
ican trade of the corporation and shows 
that 60 per cent of the ateelof this coun- 
try is produced by the Steel company's 
competitors,and that in the 10 yeard since 
it was formed, while its business has 
increased 40 odd per cent, that of eight 
other great steel companies has increased 
much faster. They are the Lackawan- 
na Steel, which increased 63 per cent; 
Republic, 90; Colorado Fuel, 162; Cam- 
bria, 155; Jones & Laughlin, 206; La 
Belule, 468; Indiana Steel, 149, ank 
Bethlehem, 3779. In that regard the 
opinion says: 

Taking up these companies one by 
one, it will be seen that in location, fa- 
cilities, capital and basic supplies they 
show such fast, present and prospective 
competition as afford just ground for 
concluding that the steel and iron bust - 
ness of this country is not being and 
indeed can not be morfopolized.” 
For the real test of monopoly is not 
the size of that which is acquired, but 
the trade power of that which is not ac- 
quired.” 

Says Competition Exists. 

After quoting the testimony both of 
the Steel company’s competitors and of 
consumers sing its product, the Court 
holds: 

“We have carefully and patiently 
studied the voluminous 
bearing on the general course of all 
branches of -the steel trade covering 
the whole time the steel corporation 
has been engaged in such trade. The 
testimony covers proofs by its man- 
ufacturing competitors in all 
branches, and also .the different 
classes of customers. whose trade it 
and its fellow competitors seek. It 
is apparent that among this latter 
class, that is, the consumers of its 
products, we would naturally find 
evidence of any throttling of compe- 
ition, or any undue restraint of the 
steel trade. No one can read the tes- 
timony and fail to be satisfied that 
this great body of business men, 
scattered over all parts of the coun- 
try, in keen competition with each 
other in their several lines, is alert 
in seeing that competitive conditions 
exist between the manufacturers of 
basic steel products from whom they 
‘buy. And the sworn testimony of 
these men, who are vitally interested 
in the maintenance of real competi- 
tion between the _ steel corporation 
and its manufacturing competitors, 
that such real competition does exist 
and has existed during the past 10 
years, cannot but carry a conviction 
that such is the case. A study of the 
festimony of these men, who are close 
to, and vitally intetrested observers of 
the prices of these products, shows 
that a single large concern by low- 
ering the price of any substantial 
steel product it sells, can depress the 
obtainable price. If further shows 
that the converse is not the case 
that no single large concern, by rais- 
ing or even maintaining the price of 
any substantial steel’ product can 
raise the obtainable price.” 

The Court then discussed the for- 
eign trade of the Steel Corporation 
and shows that it had been built up 
not by restraining or taking away the 
trade of others but by creating its 
own. It is shown in the opinion that 
when the Steel Corporation was 
formed the American steel companies 
had no dependable foreign trade. 
Such foreign steel sales as were then 
made consisted in what was known 
as- “dumping,” that is, in unloading 
or dumping steel at low prices in for- 
eign markets when the American 
market was oversupplied.

“For the moment we have more than 
plenty of men for the equipment avail- 
able. More men will come to the call 
but we want the workshops to equip 
them with weapons. 


State Needs Help of All. 
“The state now needs the help of all 


and I am perfectly certain that British 
engineers can do what the French engi- 
neers have already done. 

Jam here to ask you to help us to 
equip our armies with the means for 
breaking through the German lines in 
front of our gallant troops, and I know 
you will do it.” 

The Minister said he was not there 20 
“brandish his powers under the defense 
of the Realm act, but that they were 
very great, and the committees ap- 
pointed would find these powers very 
helpful in enabling them to organize 
quickly.

The young men, said the Minister, 
had not refused to respond in suffi- 
cient numbers to the appeal made to 
their patriotism ; they were still coming 
in far ahead of the equipment for them. 
He continued: We were the worst 
organized nation in the world for this 
war, which showed that we had nothing 
to do with precipitating it. It is a war 
of munitions, and the Government has 
decided that compulsory powers are

Civic League Protests to Alder- 
men Against Negotiations to 
Compromise Case. 


The Civic League today, in present- 
ing to the Board of Aldermen a for- 
mal protest against negotiations to 
compromise the mill tax suits with 


the Aldermen request the City Coun- 
selor to ask the United States Su- 
preme Court to‘ dismiss the United 
Railways’ appeal for lack of jurisdic- 
tion. 


likelihood such a motion would be 
sustained! thus finally settling within 
a few moments litigation which has 
been pending 11 years. 

The Public Utilities Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen is now con- 
sidering the advisability of opening 
negotiations with the United Rail- 
ways for a settlement of the mill-tax 
litigation. The compromise was sug- 
gested by George E. Dieckman, a 
stock and bond broker. 

The Civic League's reasons for oppos- 
ing a mill tax compromigs follow: 

1. The United States Supreme Court 
has passed upon the essential points in 
the case and has upheld the city’s right 
to levy a mill tax. The city has won 
every point in the litigation and has 
every prospect of 2 final victory. 

2. To cempromise a case so long in 
litigation would establish a bad prece- 
dent and would encourage corporations 


ing out the city and forcing a com- 
promise. 

®. There is no general public demand 
for a compromise. The city, if it wins, 
wil! get 6 per cent interest on the ac- 
cumulated tax and can afford to wait. 

4. If the city wins, the entire tax can 
be collected. The United Rallways gave 
an adequate appeal bond, assuring the 
payment of the judgment. 

5. No compromise can settle the city’s 
right to levy such a tax. Only the 
courts can do this. The city’s power to 
levy the mill tax should be definitely 
and legally determined. 

The protest is signed by John Gund- 
lach, president of the Civic League and 
former president, of the City Council, 
and by Joseph L. Hornsty, chairman 
of the League’s Public Utilities Commit- 
tee. Hornsby was chairman of the 
city’s Public Service Commission, which 
made a report in i911, recommending 
trat no compromise be made with the 
United Railways. At that time a similar 
resolution for a compromise was pend- 
ing in the Municipal Assembly at Dieck- 
man’s suggestion.

CONDUCT OF PRISON 


Missouri House Investigating 
Committee Hoftts Hearing on 
Report of Irregularities. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 


JEFFERSON CITY, Idne 4.—The Far- 
ris Investigating Committee of members 
of the House of Representatives held 
a session today in the office of Warden 


McClung of the penitentiary to hear tes- 
timony from the Warden and from 
State Auditor John P. Gordon, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Prison Ipspectors, 
on the report of expert accou nts, who 
said they had found many Urregulari- 
ties at the penitentiary. 

McClung was questioned by Chairman 
Farris of the committee, who had a 
conference with him before the commit- 
tee hearing was begun. Chairman Far- 
ris made no attempt to go into details 
of matters which were touched upon by 
accountants. His questions brought 
frum McClung explanations in justifica- 
tion of the irregularities charged by the 
accountants. 

McClung will be cross-examined by 
Representative Ing of Poplar Bluff, a 
Republican. 

McClung said the private store con- 
ducted by his son, Carl, in the peni- 
tentiary, had no connection with the 
management of the prison. He said 
that, during the Hadley acministration, 
the private store was conducted by 
Adolph Meyers, a brother-in-law of 
Henry Andrae, who then was Warden 
of the penitentiary. 
He explained the statement of expert 
accountants. that maraschino cherries, 
Olives and other 
things were taken from the prison com- 
missary to his home by saying that the 
Poard of .Inspectors allowed him 50 
cents a day for the upkeep of his six 
convict servants, and that he-took this 
allowance in supplies from the prison 
commissary. 
He explained a letting of ‘the meat 
ccntract in 1913 to Armour & Co., when 
the Sulzberger Co. had submitted a 
lower bid, by saying that, at a former 
time, when Sulzberger had the contract, 
the prison management had trouble in 
getting meat which met specificattons, 
and several times was forced to re- 
turn shipments of meat. 

Purchase of Groceries. , 
In answer to the accountants’ criti- 
cism of a failure of the prison manage- 
ment to let a contract for groceries, 
McClung testified that it never had 
been the custom to let such contracts 
and that, as he was not bound' by a 
contract, he could take advantage of 
drops in prices. 
The, accountants found that he pur- 
chased all groceries from the Goddard 
Grocery Co. whose Jefferson City man- 
ager contributed $250 to the last Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. McClung said he 
could get better prices from the God- 
durd company than from others, and 
that, as that company maintained a 
branch in Jefferson City, it was more 
convenient to buy from it. 


BODY OF MAN FOUND IN 
DITCH ON MANCHESTER ROAD 


The body of a well-dressed ‘man about 
55 years old was found today lying 
in a ditch beside the Manchester road, 
200 yards west of the North and South 
road, in St. Louls County. 


There was nothing to indicate how he 
same to his death. Coroner Bopp, who 
began an inquest, will have an autopsy 
performed to ascertain the cause of 
death. 

There was nothing on the body by 
which it could be identified. The weight 
was about 180 pounds and the height 
5 feet 8 inches. The clothing consist- 
ed of a two-piece blue serge suit and 
new shoes. A black and blue striped 
tie was used ‘as a belt. 

The man was partly bald. 
light hair and a heavy gray moustache. 
His hands were soft. There were 
freckles on the back of his hands and on 
his wrists. In his pockets were two 
pennies and a’ Page line transfer 
punched for 11:40 p. m. June 3. He 
also had some sausage and crackers.

NOT TO THE POINT. 


The trouble with the evidence submitted by Ger- 
mans that the Lusitania was armed is that it does 
not touch the main point. If the Lusitania was 
armed and the German Government had evidence 
of the fact, it should have warned the United 
States officially and thus fixed the status of the 
vessel. 

Submitting, after the attack, evidence of persons 
who affirm they saw guns on the Lusitania does 
not relieve the German Government of the odium 
of the manner of the attack and its consequences 
to Americans and noncombatants, nor of the legal 
obligation to give the passengers and crew an op- 
portunity to escape. If the German submarine 
commander had proceeded legally the German 
Government would have known before sinking the 
ship whether it was armed or not and the char- 
acter of its cargo. The passengers and crew would 
have had an opportunity to escape and no re- 
sponsibility or odium for the deaths of neutrals 
and noncombatants would rest on Germany. 

The point of our protest is the killing of Amer- 
jeans and the guarantee of their safety hereafter.

The 80 per 
cent of Mexico’s population which President Wil- 
son says has no part in the government of the 
country is held in subjection by the 20 per cent 
through ignorance. Teach that 80 per cent to 
read and understand American ideals of liberty 
without license, to appreciate justice and to do 
justice. That is the great task of the invader. 
We want to build up a national spirit in Mexico, 
not acquire territory, and a national spirit can- 
not exist save on the basis of intelligently de- 
veloped citizenship.

INSPECTION TRIP 


t ouisans Convinced That 
Cleveland Consumers Benefit 
From City-Owned Plant. 


Mayor Kiel, city officials and a 
special committee of Aldermen inves- 
tigating the feasibility of a munici- 
pal lighting plant, returned from 
Cleveland this morning with a con- 
viction that the Cleveland plant bene- 
fited as many as 12,000 customers 

ince it began operations lagt July by 

cutting the private company’s light- 
ing rates from about 7 cents to 2% 
cents per kilowatt hour. 

Cleveland is disturbed by a controver- 
sy over the charge made by officials of 
the private power company that the 
municipal plant is not earning sufficient 
revenues on its 3-cent maximum rate to 
pay for its operation and maintenance 
Mayor Kiel and the Aldermen say they 
will seek more information on this score 
before forming a final judgment on the 
Cleveland plant. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who accom- 
panied the St. Louis investigators ob- 
tained from Mayor Baker and Lighting 
Commissioner Frederick W. Ballard of 
Cleveland the first detailed statement of 
earnings and expenditures that has been 
made public. It covers the four months 
from Jan. 1 to April 30, this year, and 
the Cleveland administration claims that 
it demonstrates a net profit of $18,689.63, 
after all expenses, including interest on 
$2,770,000 of bonds, had been deducted 
from the receipts. 


St. Loulsans Study Statement. 

Mayor Kiel, President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, Director of 
Public Utilities Hooke and the Alder- 
men, studied this statement and stated 
their conclusions while travelſhg home- 
ward: The statement was prepared by 
C. S. Metcalfe, an Ohio State examiner, 
after an audit of the Cleveland munici- 
pal plant books. 

St. Louis officials said the statement 
Was incomplete in a few respects and 
announced they would withhold a final 
jadgment until they receive an ex- 
haustive report to be prepared by a 
firm of New York accotintants Which has 
been promised them by officials of the 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co., the 
privately owned rival of the city plant. 

The St. Louis party, escorted by Mayor 
Baker and Commissioner Ballard, spent 
a day and a half inspecting the lighting 
plant and its office records. The party 
spent an hour yesterday afternoon in 
the private company's offices, listening 
to the criticisms by these officials, who 
contend the municipal plant is an added 
burden to taxpayers and not a benefit, 


in spite of the low rate schedule it] 


maintains. 

Mayor Kiel said: I would certainly 
like to see the people of St. Louis en- 
joying a 3-cent maximum for lighting 
current. The Cleveland plant appears 
to be well planned, carefully constructed 
and equipped, and under the best of 
nunagement. I am not entirely finished 
with my own investigation of it, and 
do not care to make further comment 
about the Cleveland undertaking at 
present.“ 


Mayor Made a Speech. 

Tho Mayor made a speech yesterday 
at a meeting of the Advertising Mens’ 
Club at Hotel Statler, in which he com- 
tlimented Cleveland as being a city to 
which St. Louis and othei. municipali- 
ties looked as an example. He said St. 
Louis had followed Cleveland closely in 
adopting a new ‘charter, and was now 
about to make the first decision as to 
whether a Parkway should be planned 
that would rival the famed boulevard 
system of Cleveland. 


The Mayor said St. Louis was awake 
to the fact that Cleveland was pressing 
it for ¢he position of fourth city in pop- 
viation, and predicted that Cleveland 
was doomed to disappointment in 1920 
if it hoped to crowd St. Louis out of 
that position, because a spirit of pro- 
gressiveness was alive in St. Louis. 


In commenting on the audit of the 
Cleveland lighting plant books since 
can. 1, Mayor Kiel said to a reporter 
that it did not show a deduction from 
earnings to be applied to the sinking 
fund with which $2,776,000 of bonds must 
be retired in 20 and 30 years. He said 
it was an important consideration to 
know whether the sinking fund is to be 
provided out of the plant earnings or 
supplied by taxpayers from the general 
revenue fund. The annual sinking fund 
requirement is approximately $75,000. 

Private Company Pays Taxes, 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
e Service called attention to the fact 
hat the city plant credits itself with 
$49.80 per year for each of 1600 street 
arc lamps that it operates, because the 
private company is operating other 
street arcs at that rate under a yearly 
ecntract. The private company pays 
general taxes to the city and Cuyahoga 
County, which its officials estimate at 
$3.0 per lamp per year. 


Kinsey said in his opinion the city of 
Cleveland should deduct the exact 
amount of taxes paid by the private 
company on its arc lamps and should 
make an extra allowance for the profits 
made by the private company on are 
lamps, to determine the fair basis of 
allowance to itself for the 1600 lamps it 
operates. The tax, if'$3.te per lamp is an 
necurate estimate, would amount to 
$5000 a year, which the city loses in 
maintaining 1600 lamps itself. 


Facts About Private Company. 
The private company, although it pub- 
lishes no stockholders’ reports, furnished 
the Post-Dispatch reporter with a state- 


ment of its capitalization, plant nen 


taxes and expenditures. 


It was organized in 1893 with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000 and there is outstand- 
ing pote $7,200,000 on which it paid 
last $334,089.80 interest at 8 per 
cent. It has outstanding $800,000 of pre- 
ferred stock on which it paid last year 
a dividend of 6 per cent, amounting to

Looters Are Killed in Riots at Mon- 


terey. 

LAREDO, Tex., June 4.—Tales of 
hunger, riots, wanton looting and 
bloodshed subsequent to the evacua- 
tion of Monterey by Villa troops 
were told today by passengers arriv- 
ing here from that city. Five rioters 
were killed and 12 wounded, it is de- 
clared, by Rafael Ferrigno, an Italian 
when a mob attempted to 
raid his tailoring establishment. Fer- 
rigno is said to have been imprisoned. 
A police force organized by the 
Villa authorities prior to the evacua- 
tion, the arrivals declare, proved 
powerless to check the disorder, but 
after three days of disorder, vigil- 
ance committes made up of Mexicans 
and foreigners are reported to have 
brought order by drastic methods. 
Men, women and children participated 
in the riots. 

According to an American passen- 
ger who reached here today, the last 
Villista train left Monterey, May 18. 
With the departure of the last of the 
Villa forces, the starving people 
started out in large bodies to loot 
bakery, grocery and butcher shops. 
In some cases efforts were made to 
purchase food from small merchants, 
but the exorbitant prices and demand 
for payment in gold or silver virtually. 
fostered violence. 
After satisfying their hunger ana 
looting liquor establishments, the 
mobs, it is said, began to attack gen- 
eral mercantile establishments, 
usually of the smaller class, for the 
larger establishments were too well 
guarded to warrant successful at- 
tacks. Many small establishments 
were completely cleaned of their con- 
tents. 

Prior to evacuation. orders. were 
given that looters be shot dcewn and 
this was done in several instances, 


both by the police and the vigilance 
committees.

Announced at Chicago Dealers’ 
Banquet That He Will Be. 
at Next Dinner. 


CHICAGO, June 4—Twin visions of 
William Howard Taft as the next Pres- 
ident of the United States and as 
spckesman for the ‘‘wets’’ in their fin- 
ish fight against national prohibition 
aroused high enthusiasm at the Con- 
gress Hotel last night when placed be- 
fore the members of the Manufacturers 
and Dealers’ Association of America at 
their let business alone“ dinner. The 
speaker was ex-Congressman Richard 
Bartholdt of St. Louis. 

When the Congressman was through 
President R. A. Bruns told newspaper 
men that Taft would be the special 
gvest of the association at a dinner 
in October. Taft received the associa- 
tion’s invitation by telegraph several 
weeks ago. It is reported he accepted 
it under the impression that he was to 
be the guest of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ Association, but that a sugges- 
tion of friends in regard to the simi- 
larity of names has ied him to make 
sume investigations. 

Suggests Him for President Again. 

“I wish we were nominating some one 
tonight.“ said Bartholdt after intro- 
ducing his speech with the name of the 
former President. I hope the people 
of Illinois will have the good sense to 
help send a man of such intellect and 
good heart back to Washington for 
another four years.“ 

“We'll do it,’ shouted several of his 
hearers, amid the applause. 


first time in the history the American 
liquor interests will have to get into 
the trenches and fight if they are to 
check the wave of prohibition senti- 
ment. 

Prohibitionistg, in Dead Earnest. 

“We will get nowhere by calling our 
opponents names, he said. ‘The prohi- 
bition movement has become too strong 
to be treated lightly. There may be 
hypocrites in its ranks, but the masses 
of their followers are in dead earnest. 


in dead earnest. We must show that 
physical force.and legislation can never 
make up for the lack of moral force, 
self-restraint and manhood. We must 
show that prohibition breeds lawbreak- 
ers, liars and hypocrites—that it violates 
both human nature and Christian re- 
ligion. 

“Science tells us that the normal 
youth, if deprived of alcohol, takes tu 
drugs and excesses. According to Gen. 
Wood, experiences in the army since the 
abolishment of the canteens proves this. 
If the mania for national prohibition 
succeeds, I fear we shall become a na- 
tion of drug users. If it must come to 
that, I would say, ‘America free rather 
than sober.’ 

“The Czar by the stroke of a pen, 
has wiped out the liquor traffic in 
Russia; England has almost done the 
same thing. But there has been no 
necessity in Germany for such dras- 
tic measures because, by proper 
training, the people have become ac- 
customed to the self-discipline which 


nas made such laws unnecessary. And 


yet our prohibitionists are actually 
envying Russia and her despotism. 
Saloon a Public Benefit. 

“The well regulated saloon is as 
much a public benefit as it is a social 
necessity. Few public men would 
have the courage to make this state- 
ment; I make it because I believe it. 
We must not lose courage. Prohibi- 
tion, like the war in Europe, is only 
a temporary cloud which threatens to 
exclude the sun of liberty. 

“That the trusts are financing the 
prohibition movement to divert at- 
tention from the anti-trust propagan- 
da, was Congressman Bartholdt's 
closing hint. 

“We know the churches did not 
raise all that money,” he said. 


Former Senator William E. Mason 
and Dr. John Emerson Roberts were 
the other speakers of the evening.

“The lower Federal Court’s deci- 
sion in favor of the Steel Corporation 
was announced long after the clos- 
ing of business yesterday. Whether 
some intimation that it was coming, 
and of what its nature would be, was 
the real cause of yesterday's 4% point 
advance in the company's shares, 
must remain purely a matter of con- 
jecture. 

To the well-informed part of Wall 
street, the decision was no surprise: 
lawyers have for some time quite 
unanimously believed that, in the 
lower court at any rate, the Govern- 
ment had lost its case. But the gen- 
eral public had no such assurance, 
and speculative Wall Street had been, 
as usual, divided into conflicting ex- 
pectations: herefore the overnight 
announcetrrent was sure to have 
rather violent effect on opening 
prices this morning. 

Early Market Is Strong, 


“The Steel shares themselves opened
